“At the Criminal Sessions yes- : 


terday afternoon, the jury in:the 
manslaughter case against C.P.O, 


William George Kelsey of H.M.S. 
“Ambrose” returned a verdict of 


“not guilty,” without retiring, 
after closing addresses had been 
made by Mr. Fitzroy and Mr. 
Sheldon. 
. Commenting on the verdict, the 
Chief Justice snid that that was 
all that the jury could have donc 
in the case. It was -very -regret- 
table that the deceased, Tam Tak- 
yuen should have met his death 
on that occasion, but they were 
dealing with the criminal law and, 
hefore a person could be punished 
for any offence,- it had to be 
proved beyond all reasonable 
doubt. ue 

His ‘ Lordship concluded: “y 
think the only verdict is the one 
that you have:returned upon my 
instructions.” . 

Mr. Sheldon, for the defence, 
said that Kelsey had specifically 
instructed him to express: to the 
Court and jury his real and very 
earnest concern‘for the unfortun- 
ate man, 

Kelsey was then discharged. 


In his summing up to the jury,’ 


His Lordship reminded them 
that the only witness who could 
be said to have given direct evid- 
ence was the licensed driver. His 
Lordship added that he thought 
he could assume that the jury 
would not pay very much atten- 
tion to his evidence. After refer- 
ring to discrepancies in the 
driver’s evidence his Lordship 
commented that it was.“not worth 
much.” He continued that he did 
not see how he could leave the 
case to the jury and say there 
was any evidences at all \ from 
which they could come to the con- 
clusion that the prisoner was 
guilty of wanton disregard for 
lives and safety of others. He 
directed the jury to return'a ver- 
diet of “Not Guilty.”
